LONDON, .June 8.—An extraordinary |. 
tale of bootlegging was told in the Guild- 
hall Polite. Court today when Thomas 
Godman summoned William A. Cox for 
threats to publish ‘letters concerning 
him with a view to extorting money. 
Counsel explained that Mr. Godman 
was a former officer of the merchant 
marine who, after serving in the anti- 
submarine campaign during the war, 
went into business at Hamburg as a 
steamship director. Upon the invitation 
of Bode & Co.,. wine ‘merchants, he 
Joined them in a bootlegging venture. , 
In February, 1924, he purchased two 
small schooners and founded the Schoon- 
ers Associated Limited, with Mr. Cox 
acting’ as secretary. One ship was the 
Veronica, an auxiliary motor schooner of 
256; tons, which , Mr. Godman . bought 
and insured for £5,000. 
In“Sune, 1924, Bode & Co. chartered 
the Veronica to carry 18,500 cdses. of 
whisky and 160. cases of champagne from 


The cargo had been sold already to an 
American concerti, the Chelsea Trading 
Company. Both: Mr. Godman -and Mr: 
Cox went out with the —_ in the Fall 
of 1924. 

Difficulty arose, because the Chelsea 
Company was dissatisfied with the char- 
acter of the cargo. Some ‘“‘overside’’ 
sales took place, ‘Cox receiving: $70,000 
for: 4,500 cases.of whisky. On Oct. 10 
it was repofted to Mr. Cox that the 
Chelsea Company had found purchasers 
for the consignment. 

Then, said the counsel, the troubles 
began. Persons in New York -capable 
of taking possession of liquor ‘‘by means 
other than sale and purchase’ learned 
the vessel’s whereabouts and most 
elaborate precautions had to be taken 
against piratical attack. 

It was arranged to sell the residue of 
the Veronica's cargo for $300,000, Mr. 
Godman insisting that $150,000 be paid 
to him on Oct. 23 as a deposit before 
the cargo was ‘delivered. 

Mr. dman, feeling -anxious, in- 
structed Mr. Cox to go to sea to find 
the Veronicg. Mr. Cox was prevented 
by accidental circumstances from obey- 
ing the order, so Mr. dman himself 
chartered a boat and _ set out. Bad 
weather drove him back. Another tug 
sent out foundered. The Veronica was 
not located. 

Then word rea¢hed Mr. Godman. that 
cases of spirits were being landed, and 
inspection proved that these were part 
of the Veronica’s cargo. In ‘November, 
Cox declared, the Ve iiien had been 
subject to a piratical attack. The crew 
were overpowered by “arinad men, sent 
below hatches and kept there for sev- 
eral days while t hé ship was looted. 
The pirates damaged the ship’s engines 
and age po her. 

Godman Jeft New York, directing

WASHINGTON, .June 8. — Benjamin 
Gitlow, who,.as a member of the left 
wing section of the . Socialist Party, 
published in The Revolutionary Age in 
-July, 1919, .the noted -‘‘manifesto,” 
which resultéd in his conviction by three 
New York State courts of the charge of 
criminal anarchy, must serve his sen- 
tence, the Supreme Court amfiounced 
this afternoon in an opinion rendered by 
Justice Sanford for the majority of the 

court, 

“It is the ievigiesti: of ‘@irect incite- 
ment,” Justice Sanford said of the mani- 
festo, which, he; argued, could under no 
circumstances be construed as ‘“‘the ex- 
pression of philosophical abstraction.’’ 

The sharpest kind of divergence from 
seven other members of the court was 
taken by Justice Holmes; who submitted 
a dissenting opinion in which Justice 
Brandeis concurred. 

Writing for the majority, Justice San-. 
ford declared the State had: every right 
through its laws to.protect public peace 
and safety by setking to extinguish the 
spark without waiting until. it- had en- 
kindled the Name or te into Sentie- 
gration.

Case Long in the Courts. 

The Gitlow case started when Gitlow 
was. indicted ; with three. others in the 
New York State Supreme Court-in the 
criminal anarchy case in 1919. He was 
tried separately, convicted and sentenced 
to imprisonment. This. judgment..was 
affirmed by both the Appellate’ Division 
and thé Court of Appeals. 

Gitlow ‘brought the case to Washington 
on a writ of error; and’ his “counéel, 
argued for him here in November, 1923, 
since which time the Supreme Court. has 
had the matter undér consideration. 
Gitlow contended that the New ‘York 
Staté statute on crimigal anarchy was 
‘invalid and repugnant to the due process 
clause of the Fourteenth Amendment to 
the Constitution. ‘ 

Two indictments were laid against Git- 
low—oné that he had advocated over- 
throw‘of organized Government by force 
‘by ‘the language of the manifesto, the 
other that he had printed The Revolu- 
tionary Age, which itself urged over- 
throw of the Govergment by violence. 

During his first trial it was brought 
out. that he was a member of the left 
wing. section, which objected to “‘moder- 
até socialism’ and included in its 
membership aliens as well as citizens, 
This. left wing section was organized at 
a national conference in New York City 
in Junhe, 1919, with ninety delegates 
from twenty States in attendance. At 
this meeting a national council was 
elected, with Gitlow as a member, and 
the Couficil was authorized to draw up 
a manifesto, which was afterward pub- 
lished in The Revolutionary Age. 

The whole issue of the case, Justice 
Sanford asserted, was whether the New 
York statute as used by the courts in 
the Gitlow ‘case deprived him of his 
freedom of speech in: violation of the 
due process. clause of the Fourteenth 
Amendment. Speaking of the manifesto, 
which urged mass political strikes and 
revolutionary mass action to overthrow 

organized Government, Justice Sanford

Justice Holmes Dissents.

in’ such a manner and are of such a na-

“If what I think the correct test is 
applied,’’ said Justice Holmes, ‘‘it is 
manifest that there was no present dan- 
ger of an attempt to overthrow the 
Government by force on the part of the 
admittedly ‘enseil minority ‘who shared

“It is satd that this manifesto was 
more than a tae , that it was an in- 
dictment. Every idea is an indictment. 
It offers- itself for belief, and if be- 
lieved it is acted on unless some other 
belief outweighs it or some failure of 
energy stifles the movement. at its 
birth.

Announcement was made yesterday by

United States Supreme Court. The ap- 
plication for the ae py will be made to- 
morrow by Joseph R. Brodsky, attorney 
for Gitlow. 

Belief was expressed by the officers 
of the union that the Governor might 
pardon Gitlow, as he had previously 
pardoned James Larkin and others who 
were arrested at about the same time

CLOSED COWL PLAY 


Gillmore Says Manager MacLoon 
Refused to Pay for Rehearsals 
of Another Production. 


Frank Gillmore, Executive Secretary 
of the Equity, last night explained that 
Jane Cowl’s production of ‘“‘Romeo and 
Julict’’ in San Francisco, under the 
management of Louis B. MacLoon, had 
been closed by-Equity on Saturday night 
because of the manager’s refusal to meet 
the Equity conditions in regard to pay- 
ment for rehearsals for another produc- 
tion in which Miss Cowl was to have 
appeared for Mr.. MacLoon. 

In this production, ‘‘One Trip to the 

Silver Star,’’ by Lawrence Eyre, Mr. 
MacLoon called off rehearsals after 
twelve days. According to the Equity 
contracts, all shows in rehearsal more 


than’ seven days must -pay the actors 
two -weeks’. salaries if the production is 
called off..-Mr..MacLoon, Mr. Giflmore 
said last night, refused to do this or to 
meet an Equity proposal that the matter 
be arbitrated, and the Equity deputy 
was consequently instructed to close Miss 
Cowl’ 8s company, which was appearing 
in ‘‘Romeo and Juliet.’’

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., June 8.—The 
theatrical warfare between Louis” B. 
MacLoon and the Actor’s Equity Asso- 
ciation which, resulted in a walkout of

the outcome.” 

MacLoon, however, when told of Hale’s 
statement, verified the sale of his in- 
terests to Smith, but insisted that he 
would continue as a producer. 

“I have not had a fair deal with 
Equity,’’ he said.

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“WHEN ANARCHY IS CRIMINAL. 
 Yesterday’s decision of the Supreme 
Court in the Gitlow case is, in its 
essence, simply a reaffirmation of an 
, eld principle of law and government, 
Any constituted Government is en- 
titled to protect itself against over- 
throw by violence. It can make the 
| tse of force’ against. itself a crime. 
It-is not, as the Supreme Court said, 
® question of an abstract or doc- 
* trinaire discussion of what may be 
the best form of government. What 
the State of New York made crim- 
inal, and what our highest judicial | 
tribunal has now upheld its. right to 
make criminal, is advocacy of the de- 
atruction of the Government by arms. 
Two dissenting Justices argue that 
the utterances of BENJAMIN GITLOW 
Ga not involve an ‘immediate 
@anger ** to the Government of New 
York. Doubtless this is .true. The 
vaporings of one anarchist, or of 10,- 
000 anarchists, could not make the 
authorities tremble. But there is such 
@ thing as a moral peril in addition 
to one merely physical. And the Su- 
preme Court is of the opiriion that an 
open incitement to violence against 
the State is a moral peril. against 
‘which the State may lawfully protect 
itself by a stringent statute. 
This is no denial of freé speech. 
But the free speakers must be ready 
to face their responsibility to the law 
for what they say. The Supreme 
Court does not rule against a political 
Fevolution. _ But the revolutionists 
must be prepared to undergo the pen- 
aity of failure. Were not WasHING- 
TON and Apams justified in rebelling 
against the British Government and 
attempting to overthrow its rule in 
this country? Certainly they were, 
but they knew what would happen to 
them if they were caught in arms as 
tebels. As Danie. Wesster said in 
his reply to Harnp, the right of revo- 
Jution is unquestioned, but it must 
frankly be admitted to be a revolu- 
tion; and those who engage in it must 
not whine if they are visited with the 
punishments made and provided for 
#uch acts as theirs. That is one trou- 
ble with our theoretic revolutionists of 
today. They want to eat their cake 
‘and have it too. They wish to bear 
themselves as rebels, yet to be treated 
as good and worthy citizens. The Su- 
preme Court has decided that this 
can't be done. Revolutionists retain 
their old privilege of perishing glori- 
ously in arms, but they can’t incite 
@thers.to perish and hope to get off 
themselves scot free. 











‘THE VIRGIN ISLANDERS. 
*. Our Congress cannot shirk its duty 
in the Virgin Islands, though the 
problem there is not easy of solution. 
Wnder the act of March 31, 1917, to

Lately the Colonial 5 one of the 
islands have adopted resolutions ask- 
ing Congress ‘‘ to define the citizenship 
“ status‘of the inhabitants of the Vir- 
** gin Islands,’’ and making references 
to defects in the existing Government. 
A plea is made for. citizenship. Au- 
tonomy fs not desired at present—cer- 
tainly not by the very small white 
element. The islanders might well 
have a delegate in. Congress to look 
after their interests. The franchise 
should be gradually extended, but it is 
evident, that the islands must have a 
Governor appointed from Washington 
for an indefinite period. Statehood is 
necessarily remote. Improvement of 
the economic condition is a duty which 
Congress has long evaded or indiffer- 
ently discharged. -The Virgin Islands 
are well worth developing. 








“ THE FORMULA OF DEMOCRACY.” 

Ifa problem clearly stated is half 
solved, we are indebted to Chancellor 
Brown: of New York University for 
half a solution of perhaps the most 
engaging puzzle that offers itself to 
the modern mind. ‘“ The formula of 
Democracy,’’ he says, ‘ encounters 
difficulties in its practical operation.’’ 
As citizens we insist that. it is the 


‘right of ‘every man to:count one in 


the general inventory.’’ As workers 
we have no such illusion. The boss 
is the boss and remains so, though i 

a minority of one. - Politically we are 
committed to ‘* democracy’ and in- 
custrially to “ attocracy.’” No one 
dreams of restoring ‘‘ autocracy * in 
government. But democracy in indus- 
try is equally repellant, being that 
form of socialism which is inherent in 
Bolshevism and which “ must inevita- 
‘bly fail to give that efficiency in 
‘* production” r€quisite to modern 
standards of ‘living. ‘‘How can a 
a great people continue to be demo- 
** cratic in their political life and auto- 
“cratic in their industrial life? ’’ As 
well expect them to remain half slave 
and half free. In laying this poser 
before his graduates. of 1925, Chan- 


cellor BROwN warns them that they 


will have to think about it—and think 
“not as a luxury but as a duty.’’ 


It is soothing, in.a way, fo reflect 


that the Constitutional Fathers never 
intended “ every man to count one in 
the. general inventory.” So far as 
concerned the House ‘of Representa- 
tives, to be sure, they meant every 
man to count one, provided he had a 
modicum of property. They went so 
far as to vest in the House ‘‘ the power 
of the purse ’’—which history had 
taught them to think the ‘ultimate 
bulwark of popular rights. Let autoc- 
its head and\ it could 
speedily be starved into submission. 
Thus liberty was safe. But the 
democracy of which Ghancellor BRowN 
speaks was something else. It was 
fundamental in their political science 
that it begins in waste and inefficiency 
and ends in tyranny. So, over against 
the ‘‘ popular branch,’’ they set up a 
‘* balance ’’—the Senate, the President, 
the Supreme Court. Seeing no hope in 
political parties, they imagined that 
Senators would be the wisest and most 
disinterested ‘‘ charaeters’’ of their 
States, the President the wisest and 
most disinterested ‘‘ character "’ iri the 
nation. “A republic, in short, Was a 
Government in-which the will @f the 
people, vigorously expressed, was sub- 
ject, except at the last resort, to the 
leadership of “ the wise and the good. SK 
Charcellor Brown's formula, of course, 
is not that of the Fathers, but that of 
THOMAS JEFFERSON’S “ Revolution of 
1800,’* which was precisely what he 
declared “as real a revolution in-the 
“‘ principles of our Government as 
“that of 1776 was inits form.’’ Of all 
the self-evident truths JEerrsrson ut- 
tered, that is the most self-evident. 
“If one insists “upon thinking as a 
duty, it remains to be said that since 
1787, and ‘indeed since 1850, our en- 
tire industrial life~has been trans- 
formed—the major part of it created 
de novo. Former agricultural States 
have. become a strongly centralized 
nagjjon of mechanized industry. It may 
be desimable to restore government to 
the republican principles of 1787; but 
it is equally needful to adapt it to 
the economic conditions of, say; 1950 
to create an ind ‘republic. In 
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“OCCUPATIONAL IMMIGRATION. 
Just when the rigidity: ‘of our Inmi- 
gration law is attacked: as inhpmane 


and the Government’ is blamed for’ 


failing to stem the tide of Hoots 
legged ” dliens, the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers comes forward 
with a neworm of ‘the old proposal 
that immigration should be adjusted to 
the nation’s, demands for labor. Like 
all such suggestions, this is of a very 
general natura, expressing a. hope 
rather than urging a plan. In place of 
the present quota system tha, Immi- 
gration Committee of the Manufactur- 
ers’ Association would haye a test 
made of ‘‘ the superior advantages of 
‘‘ limitations predicated upon progres- 
x sively ascertained economic facts and 
‘* administration authorized within ap- 
“ propriate limitation to expand and 
“ contract in accord with accurately 
“ascertained economic requirement.’’ 

The underlying ‘idea of this vaguely 
verbose description is that, instead of 
fixing the number of aliens admissible 
in any year according to population 
quotas, the law should be sufficiently 
elastic to make it possible to admit la- 
borers in accordance with the, needs 
of industry. The presumption is that 
such a law would mean opening.the 
gates in boom times and closing them 
as business becomes depressed. From 
the point of view of large employers of 
labor there are obvious advantages in 
such a scheme. But, like all similar 
suggestions, it fails to give even a 
hint of how the administrative ma- 
chinery could be sét. up and operated. 
This criticism holds good against all 
those who advocate vocational immi- 
gration. ‘Their theory is defended on 
economic grounds. The old argument 
about the need for plenty of cheap 
labor in order to, build up the nation 
is used in its support. Occasionally 
even the theory of economic: special- 
ization is brought forward, and a 
glowing picture is painted of the ben- 
efits that will accrue to the .country 
as a whole if, when there is a short- 
age of glass-blowers, the manufactirer 
can order several thousand expects 
from Europe. 

How are ‘these selections to - be 
made? ‘The.most definite proposal ‘is 
that the Government should establish 
a gigantic employment bureau. To 
this the industrialists could apply on 
this side of the Atlantic and the would- 
be immigrants lon the other. But it 
needs only a moment’s reflection to 
see that this would involve a great ex- 
pansion of the personnel of the Im- 


migration Bureau and that. the diffi- 


culties of administration would be very 
great. The chances for fraud would 
be obvious. 

That there are imperfections in the 
present Immigration law and in the 
quota system is admitted even by 
the most prejudiced advocates of re- 
stréction. But ‘if persons who would 
substitute for it some form of selective 
immigration wish to achieve their ob- 
ject it behooves them to give the pub- 
lic the opportunity of learning the 
merits of some definite, practical sys- 
tem’ of selection. Discussion of a 
workable plan is sure to be helpful. 
Mere affirmations that “ the limiation 
“ of immigration should be determined 
“by accurately ascertained, economic 
“ requirements ’’ throw no light on 
the real problem. 





CHINESE FERMENT AND 
PROGRESS. 

The present moment offers an oppor- 
tunity for isolating the various factors 
that enter into the total of Chinese un- 
rest, a condition that has been ‘fairly 
chronic. for a dozen ‘years. The 
troubles in Shanghai are primarily in- 
dustrial. The strike which led to riot- 
ing and severe reprisals originated as 
a protest against oppressive labor 
conditions. Sober voices in Tokio have 
been raised against the harsh disci- 
pline practiced by the Japanese factory 
owners in China. In Canton- civil 
war has followed close on the death of 
Sun Yat-sen. There is illustrated.the 
regional separatism which makes it 
virtually impossible to speak of a Chi- 
nese nation or a Chinese Government. 
In the North there are rumors of an 
impending clash for control of the 
shadow of authority at Peking between 
CuHanea Tso-LINn and his erstwhile ally, 
General FENG. -In practice these dif- 
ferent factors—industrial unrest, sep- 
aratism and personal politics—coalesce, 
oppose each other, cross and counter- 
cross with a speed and seeming pur- 
poselessness that make-up the kaleido- 
scope of. recent Chinese history. 

One constant element in the picture 
is the rising spirit of nationalism. as 
embodied in the student masses. The 


idea of the young generation is a 


strong, united and independent’ China, 
But in the specific instance radital 
Young China is not always found on 
the side of national solidarity. The 
late Dr. Sun had behind him the sup- 
port of the young generation, but his 
policies were not conducive to the re- 
establishment of Chinese unity. To 
defeat the ‘* militarism '’ of Wu Pzi1- 
Fu he, joined hands with the arch- 
militarist CHANG Ts0-LIN and main- 
tained himself largely by means of 
mercenary troops like his rivals. It is 
these hirelings, the celebrated Yunna- 
nese, that have now seized Cahton 
and compelled Stén’s successors to 
fight for their own. capital. To: the

“The organization [Ku Klux Klan] is 
professedly anti-Catholic, anti-labor, 
anti-woman suffrage and anti-negro. 
From its new beginning, the Klan has 
‘been vigorously opposed by the Na- 
tional Association forthe Advancement 
of Colored People through mass” “meet- 
ings and publicity.”’ 

It is still the conviction of this as- 
sociation that publicity is’ the strong- 
est weapon that can be employed 
against the Klan. It ends the whispered 
pretensions of the Klan business agents 
that that order stands for good citizen- | 
ship, ‘‘patriotism,’’ or any of the other 
pretended’ virtues which are made the 
basis for commercializing race'and sec- 
tarlan hatreds.

A Nurse Defends Her Salary. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In answer to the letter by “A Layman” 
I wish to make:a few statemertts on be- 
half of the nurses; Sincé 1913 the cost of 
| living has increased 66 2-3 per cent., where- 
as the fee of the private duty nurse has 
increased only 20 per cent. Most nurses at 
present receive $6 per day and the proposed 
increase would still be Jess than the in- 
creased cost ef living; and $56 per week 
does not mean:*an income of $2900, because 
of lapses between cases—I should say about 
$2,000, 

All registered training schools require @ 
preliminary education of not less: than two 
years high school, but of course.they accept 
the best qualified applicants; gonsequently 
most of the nurses are high school grad- 
uates and many are college’ gradua as 
well. Then, the course of straining is three 
years—three years of intensive service“ with- 
out any remuneration; hence, after grad- 
uation, a salary of $2,000 or even §2,900 
certainly could not be termed outrageous; 
in fact, the nurse would still be receiving 
far less than a person in any other field, 
rendering equally exacting and vital @er- 
vice. 

As" régards the poor, the question of the 
private duty nurse is not even involved, 
for a tenement is scarcely the place for a 
patient so ill as to require constant nurs- 
ing care; and furthermore, the nurse's 
salary would not be their one expense; 
often the most costly drugs are needed and 
always much additional linen, and I -have 
never known of either a druggist or a 
laundry reducing rates f6r the poor. Ample 
provision is made for such cases in the 
various hospitals, where they receive the 
most excellent treatment‘and care for a 
nominal sum, or free of charge if the 
case warrants charity. 

In my opinion, the doctors should be the 
very last to make objections, as the ma- 


jority of them have raised their fees 100 
per cent. or more, and also as much of their 
Own success Pe Lh the’ tne Sere! care.

PIG’S LEGS UNDERGO TEST. 


Federal Bureau to Pit\Teeth Against 
Machine in Beef Experiment. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 8.—The tender- 
ness of beef, the strength of a pig’s 
leg and the toughness of an egg shell 
are subjects of experiments being made 
by. the Bureau of. Standards of: the 
Department of Commerce. The Depart- 
partment, of Agriculture asked that 
the tests be made. 

There has long been a theory that 
experts, by -looking at the texture of 
beef, could determine whether it was 
tough or tender, but this is now dis- 
puted and the bureau was asked to 
peer’ a testing machine.

TO EXPLORE UTAH DESERT. 


Government Seeks Salts in Great

WASHINGTON, June 8.—The Govern- 
ment will explore.the vast Great Salt 
Lake Desert of Utah for valuable salts.

Declines ranging 
from 3 to 7 points occurred in what Wall 
Street calls the “‘pool stocks,’’ and final 
prices were eemarally at or near the 
lowest. 

This reaction did not result from any- 
thing in the day’s news, but news was 
not nécessary as a cause. The sufficient 
éxplanation was the position into which 
the professional manipulatora . had 
brought their stocks by their own recent 
tactics. The talk of “money stringency 
over the income-tax-payment period’’. in 
the middle of the month was no doubt 
to have been expected; but when the 
much heavier payments of March 15 
were effected with a 3 and 3% per cent. 
call money rate and the June payments 
a year ago went through on a 2 per cent 
market, no one is likely to believe that 
the Stock Exchange is uneasy over this 
month's settlements. As a matter of 
fact, yesterday’s .call-money rate was 
lower than that of a week ago. 

The largest declines on the Stock Ex- 
change were in the speculative indus- 
trial shares, but most of the railway 
stocks declined with them, some losing 
1 to 2 points. lt was a change of mood, 
presumably occasioned by last week’s 
rather plain evidence that even the 
speculating ‘‘outside public’’ had ceased 
to-follow the professional lead. At some 
point a speculation for the rise, pushed 
to such. limits as that of the past few 
weeks and built up on such flimsy un- 
derpinning, will no longer interest even 
an inexperienced, outsider. 

Yesterday's decline of 3 to 4 cents a 
bushel in wheat was no very surprising 
reaction after the rise of 13 cents last 
week, In view of the fact that today’s 
Government crop report will throw some 
definite light on the extent to which the 
condition has been impaired (though it 
will not cover the pertod of last week's 
abnormal nation-wide hot wave) it was 
to be supposed that yesterday’s specula- 
tive trading would be cautious. The 
habits of spéculation being what they 
are, it is not at all improbable that 
Sunday night’s sudden drop in tempera- 
ture here at New York from the 90s to 
the 60s should have weakened a wheat 
market based on the theory of a burned- 
up crop. As a matter of fact, however, 
relief to the drought had already begun 
to come in the grain belt even while the 
New York thermometer was at its worst. 

Paris dispatches had declared over- 
night that the French Finance Minister 
was “‘ready, if necessary, to throw the 
entire $100,000,000 Morgan loan into the 
fight against speculation in the falling 
franc.”” Probably Caillaux said nothing 
of the kind; if he did make such a 
statement, he was not well advised. 
Threats of that sort give e first impres- 
sion of some extremely violent commo- 
tion in the market; ‘so that unless the 
uprush of the franc follows immediately, 
@ good many people are sure to infer 
that the Government was either unable 
or unwilling to do what it had an- 
nounced. The only course of action 
which could have permanent effect, 
either on speculators or on the French 
business public, would be for the Gov- 
ernment to support the price, whether 
cautiously or aggressively, while keep- 
ing its own _counsel as to how much of 
the credit it was using. 

As a matter of fact the franc recov- 
ered yesterday, but in the light of the 
morning cables the advance was consid- 
ered disappointing. ‘The price, which 
had touched 45% cents on Friday and 
had closed on Saturday at 4%, got back 
yesterday to 4% and yielded slightly 
from the highest. At London the franc 
measured in sterling was actually weak. 
It has become increasingly evident that 
the distrust which dominates that mar- 
ket cannot be removed except by setting 
forth the full program of fiscal reform; 
the bungling of which, together. with the 
value ‘‘devaluation” talk, ~has been the 
real cause of the franc’s decline.

RAILROAD VALUATION 
DELAYS RATE CHANGES 


Carriers and Commission Divided 
on Appraisement Basis—Recap- 
ture Clause Still a Problem. 


The solution of two problems in con- 
nection with the regulation of railroads 
by the Interstate Commerce Commission 
would, in the opinion of most railroad 
men, improve the sentiment of the in- 
vesting public toward the carriers. These 





|| probléms constitute the major elements 


of uncertainty with respect. to rail- 
road investments. They are: the lack of 
a definite valuation of the carriers’ prop- 
erty by the commission and the doubt 
in the minds of investors as to how 
much of the carriers’ income is sub- 
Ject to the recapture clause of the 
Transportation act, which provides that 
one-half of earnings over 6 per cent. on 
Property vale shall be returned to the 
Government? 
At present there is not only a wide 
gut ‘of opinion between the carriers and 
commission as to what constitutes 
the true value of the ‘property, but an 
almost equal divergence of opinion with- 
in the commission itself. Before the ques- 
tion js finally determined, it is thought 
that* the commission’s valuations will 
Fe e up for review by the Supreme 
Court and guiding principles laid down 
by this body for future procedure. The 
fact that the commission's valuations are 
based upon pre-war prices has led many 
railroad men to believe that the witimete 
— approved by the Supreme Court 
1 be materially higher. 
The subject of recapture is awaiting 
more light on the supject of valuation. 
Just how the Government will regulate 


it is still problematical in’ the minds 
of most railroad a. Pending con+ 
solidations, it is will bring

down the liability of. the individual car- 
rier, by joining the weaker to the 
stronger lines, but territorial growth is 
expected to produce mahy alterations 
later in the earnings of the cdénsolidated 
systems.

ROADS BUYING FEWER TIES. 


Carriers. Order Only for Immediate 
Needs, Producers Say. 


Demand for _railrdad ties is declining, 
it was announced at a recent conven- 
tion of railroad tie producers. Prior to 
1907 ties were untreated, and it was cus- 
tomary for the railroads to order their 
supply a year in advance, judging how 
many they needed from how many they 
had ordered the year before. 

Today the.carriers keep a close record 
of tie conditions, and annual inspections 
determine the actual number needed.
